I am not going to combat 
any m an’s prejudices, or quarrel w ith him 
because lie sees lit to tie afraid of Chinese la­ 
bia'. 
1 seek to argue the question as one of 
pure political economy. 
Stripped of all the 
i ubbisli that the lucre otllee-sickers m ay have 
encumbered it with, it Is unquestionably the 
interest of the laboring man and the* poor 
m an to live in the midst of prosperity. 
Hive 
us good times, and houses w ill be built; give 
us good times . nd carriages w ill lie needed; 
give us good times, and good clothes un­ 
wanted; give us good times and people w i,I 
travel; give as good times, in sh >rt, anil 
money w ill be pientiful. Now (hen the great 
question is 
n o w to intixc. A iio rr good t im e s ? 
The answer is contained in very few words: 
Stim ulate the snnreen of wealth, i aerease your 
productions; ship ten times us much grain as 
you do ten times as much bullion, and at tin* 
same time purchase nothing abroad which 
can be made at home.

An Adverse Argument. 
A gentleman In New York, writing 
to a friend now in this city under date 
of April 20th, uses the following lan­ 
guage concerning California: 
“I have taken considerable interest 
in the climate of California, read most 
everything 011 the subject, and talked 
with many from there. There has 
recently been written a pamphlet 011 
the counter side, showing some of the 
disadvantages of an invalid living in 
California, and why considerable dis­ 
appointment has l/een experienced by 
that class. It says in Southern Cali­ 
fornia the accommodations are very 
poor. In San Francisco and some 
coast situations the afternoon air and 
wind have aggravated many lung, 
throat and catarrh difficulties; that 
from May 1st to October 1st scarcely a 
drop of rain falls, and then the vege­ 
tation, and particularly the grass, 
dries up, and the dust is something ter­ 
rible; that the fruits, though much 
more prolific than with us, lack the 
fine flavor and the delicate taste, 
know that much can be said in favor 
of California, but you arrived there 
after the Winter and Spring rains, 
when everything was fresh and ver­ 
dant and looked ‘coleur dc rose.’ On 
this side of the continent a much bet­ 
ter average of health is attained in 
Vermont and the Canadas than in the 
latitude of the Virginias and Caroli­ 
nas.” 
That pamphlet must be interesting 
reading of the light fiction order. The 
author probably never saw a foot of 
the State of California, or if he did, 
ran over 011 the railroad as far as San 
Francisco. His eyes were so jaundiced 
with prejudice, and his mind, if he had 
such a thing, so befogged with ignor 
ance, that lie would not see a beauty if 
he could Help it, nor appreciate it 
when its existence was forced upon 
him. Dust is an unpleasant thing in 
one’s soup, but as the world and all it 
contains, including the writer of the 
pamphlet, is but dust, it seems useless 
to whimper about too much of a tiling 
of which we have only that and noth­ 
ing mere. One must he hard pushed 
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when he urges the disagreeableness of 
his own composition against it. There 
is dust in California, but 110 more than 
may be found 011 the same area of any 
other portion of God's footstool. The 
afternoons of a portion of San Fran­ 
cisco’s Summer days are slightly 
windy, but during the entire days lor 
the same period in New York and 
other Eastern cities, people drop on the 
streets with sunstroke. 
No one 
dies from San Francisco’s winds, 
and the city’s mortuary reports 
from year to year show it to be one of 
the healthiest localities in the world. 
Her breeze is her pannacea of health, 
her safeguard against epidemic and 
disease of every character. Like all 
tropical and semi-tropical climates, 
California has her dry and her wet 
seasons, and while we do not seek to 
deny that grass dries up, we are thank­ 
ful that it does not go into humid de­ 
composition, filling the air with nii- 
asmic poison. Besides, it is only in 
ceriain localities, comprising not all 
nor one-half the agricultural area of 
the State, that vegetation must have 
artificial irrigation in order to main­ 
tain its dress of green. The fallacy 
that California fruit is wanting in 
richness and delicacy of flavor was ex­ 
ploded years ago. It was exploded by 
connoisseurs from the East,who unhes­ 
itatingly and without exception pro­ 
nounced Califorfiia fruit superior in 
size and equal in flavor to that of any 
section of the world. 
We produce 
more and better fruit in proportion to 
the area cultivated than any other 
locality in the United States. This is 
true of everything that grows out of 
the ground. The unknown pam­ 
phleteer may scatter his misrepresen­ 
tations broadcast, but people only 
need come here to Los Angeles to 
find the Italy of the Pacific—the 
finest climate and the richest soil ever 
turned from Nature’s labaratorv. 


The H k r a ld entirely concurs in 
the opinion of the Evening Express, 
that Los Angeles sadly needs a lirst- 
elass theater or opera house. Those 
we have met the requirements of the 
day for which they were constructed, 
but Los Angeles is not now a village, 
nor even a small town. She has de­ 
parted from the ways of her juvenile 
days, and properly assumes the pre­ 
tensions of a city. Already we num­ 
ber over 12,000 people, and if our ac­ 
cession of population continues in its 
present ratio, a few months hence will 
enable 11s to speak of ourselves as a 
city of 20,000 inhabitants. No place of 
our population in the State but owns 
a bettorand more commodious theater 
building. Amusements are as es­ 
sential to health, happiness and moral­ 
ity as sermons and Sunday-schools,and 
we cannot expect to attract first-class 
dramatic and musical talent unless we 
honor Thespis with a first-class 
temple. A good theater is as much a 
credit to a city as a beautiful chureli. 
From a financial standpoint, the 
erection of a new building of this 
class here is a good investment now, 
and it will prove still more profitable 
before another twelve months have 
rolled around. The subject is worthy 
the consideration of our capitalists 
who desire to place their money where 
it will pay well, and at the same time 
adorn the city. 


Unexpected Magnanimity. 
A peculiarity somewhat striking, de­ 
veloped itself in the progress of the 
Howdes-Chronicle libel suit, which 
tsrminated a few days ago in Han 
Fraucisco in a verdict of $3,000 in favor 
o f Mrs. H o w d e.v The defendants, D e 
Y o u n g and brother, liad intimated 
before the commencement of the trial 
that they should offer evidence reflect­ 
ing on the private character of the 
laly. Hhe was informed of their in­ 
tention, and expressed a willingness 
that every truthful statement that 
could be urged against her should be 
given to the jury. Her counsel had 
110 objection, as the opening of that 
line of policy on one side would entitle 
the other to the same latitude and 
privileges. The well known probity 
<f character and spotless reputation of 
the D eY o u n g s, of course, rendered 
th m indifferent on the subject. But— 
and this is the remarkable part of the 
trial—when they saw there would be 
blows to take us well as give, they 
c iused their attorneys to announce in 
open <0 irt that they should not attack 
Mrs. How d e n ’s churactcr. This de­ 
nied the plaintiff’s counsel an oppor­ 
tunity for m aking a Quixotian tilt on 
the Chronicle wind-mill. 


Compulsory Education. 


The hue and cry for and against tlie 
enactment of a compulsory education 
law lias resulted in the passage of ¡111 
Act that is about the silliest thing 
outside of an iiiaugeral address or a 
charity sermon. What Senator F in ­ 
n e y —we believe F in n e y invented it— 
was trying to get up, passes the com­ 
prehension of the ordinary mortal. 
There is a compulsory education law in 
existence (thanks to F in n e y ), and it 
enacts as follows, or nearly as fol­ 
lows. Its humanities are only ex­ 
tended to districts having over one 
hundred pupils between the ages of 
eight and eighteen years, who reside 
within one mile of the district school- 
house. How many and how few dis­ 
tricts in this State the law applies to 
will be seen by the annexed table. 
Assuming that the school census, 
which is to be taken in June next, 
will show an increase over the figures 
of the last census of twenty-live per 
cent, the law applies to districts thus :

Siskiyou county lias fifty- 
three districts, and hut three of these 
are compulsory. This does not look 
much like a compulsory law, yet that 
is what it is called and is all there is 
of it. 


As a whole, San Francisco is not 
happy over the work of her Legisla­ 
tive delegation.

FLYING TRIP TO SAN FERNANDO. L 
a t e s t T e l e g r á l U S .

E d it o r H e r a l d : The subject of ir­ 
rigation is one that is agitating the 
people of Los Angeles county espe­ 
cially, and more or less in all parts ot 
the world where there is an insuffi­ 
cient supply of water from rains. In 
those localities where there is a super­ 
abundance the great question is drain­ 
age. From the earliest times that we 
have any record of these great ques­ 
tions, scientists have written of them 
frequently, and because why? This 
question is answered in a very few 
words: it is that we may obtain a sup­ 
ply of the necessaries of life with the 
least work. We lead in the Bible 
that 
TH E GARDEN OF EDEN 
Was watered by four great rivers, and 
that partially made it a paradise. The 
Valley of tlie Nile, the great granary 
of Egypt, would be entirely worthless 
if it were not for the annual overflow 
of that grand old river. But now let 
us come to the point. We have no 
Garden of Eden (though no doubt Los 
Angeles county approaches nearer to 
it than any other portion of theglobe); 
we have no river N ile to oveiflow our 
beautiful valleys, but we can utilize 
all the water tiiut a most benilicent 
Providence lias placed within our 
reach. Now, the next question is, 
how to do that? Well, I say, let us 
make use of the means within our 
reach. 
IN THE FIRST PLACE, 
Take the water from the streams by 
means of wood or iron pipes, that i“, 
for the mains. For instance, if a per­ 
son having an orchard, vineyard or 
garden wishes to irrigate, let him, 
from the mains, connect with smaller 
pipes and place them beneath the sur­ 
face of the ground, perforating the 
same with small holes on the top, and 
then turn on your water. By this 
means your water will be ap­ 
plied to the roots of the plants, 
and you will lose nothing by 
evaporation. Some will say this is too 
expensive a plan; well, here is a 
cheap method which lias been used 
successfully: Take strips of paper 
and roll them around u cylindrical 
piece of wood of the required calibre of 
your pipe, then draw out your wood 
and you have a paper pipe, rather 
frail" But wait;4take this and pass it 
through a vat, tilled previously with 
liquid asphaltum, make your joints 
with paper dipped in the same mate­ 
rial, and you men have a strong, du­ 
rable and 
CIIEAP PIPE . 
Your saving of water and labor by Ibis 
means will be very great. You save 
all the mulching, and any orehardist 
knows that mulching makes a nest for 
vermin, which are more or less des­ 
tructive to his trees. Now, as to small 
grains. The best wheat we have in 
California is raised on the high, dry 
lands. 1 know land that a few years 
since was entirely covered with chem­ 
ical, which is now very productive of 
wheat, barley, etc.; where it is 120 feet 
and over to water, it produces an av­ 
erage of twenty quintals to the acre. 
And now, how can a farmer be sure of 
a crop with less than the average 
quantity of rain? 
IN THE YEAR 1863, 
I think a gentleman of my acquuiu - 
unce owned a piece of land of the ehui- 
acter described above. He Summer 
fallowed it. After plowing, he culti­ 
vated it several times, keeping it en­ 
tirely free from weeds, and the fol­ 
lowing year he sowed and harrowed it. 
He produced a crop from it of forty 
bushels of wheat to the acre, while his 
neighbor had none. Now, a few words 
in regard to our town of San Fernando. 
The surveyors are still at work, and 
parties are constantly arriving for the 
purpose of purchasing lots. All seem 
well pleased with the prospects of the 
town. 1 noticed in the depot yester­ 
day a considerable amount of freight 
for the interior—some marked Inde­ 
pendence, some Lone Pine, some Cerro 
Gordo, and oilier places. 
THE EDITORIAL STAFF OF LA CRONICA 
Paid us a visit 011 Saturday and re­ 
mained till yesterday. They seemed 
to enjoy themselves wonderfully, as 
who would not with that prince of 
good fellows, Dc Celis. S eeches were 
mude by Gen. Andreas Pieo, Mr. Celis, 
Mr. M&clay and others. Everything 
passed off with harmless mirth, hilar­ 
ity and good fellowship. We have 
also a real good hotel here, which 1 
ought to have mentioned before. Mine 
host, Capt. Kittredge, is trying his 
best to satisfy the wants of the inner 
man. Ills table is well patronized by 
those whom tlie cravings of hunger 
send him, and I must say that south 
of San Francisco 1 have not sat down 
to a better meal than lie furnishes for 
tne moderate sum of fifty cents.

The North Pacific 
Railroad, 


When Sunday comes around, and 
you are well worn out with the business 
cares opthe week; with an ache in the 
head and a creak in the back, and you 
get up in the morning saying “dem- 
mit,” here is apannaceafor your mal­ 
ady: the train for San Fernando .-tarts 
at 11:30 a . m. Take your crotchety 
self off to the depot at that time, and 
if your better fraction (provided you 
are fortunate enough to have one) and 
the youiigtcrs take a fancy to accom­ 
pany you, let them go along. At nil 
events, go to San Fernando; it will do 
you a trifle more good than the best 
sermon known to theology. 
Last 
Sunday a H erald reporter, very 
much in the mental and bodily condi­ 
tion described, made I he trip, and he 
knows whereof he speaks. Sunday 
wut a bright, beautiful day, notwith­ 
standing the heat and dust, which 
conspired to make men uncomfortable 
in the narrow streets and brick buko 
0veils of the city. Once outside of I lie 
town, the breeze blew fresh and invig­ 
orating, the hills and valleys were 
most inviting, and the sky serene— 
“Green pence below—blue quietude ubove.” 
With a rush and clatter we passed the 
stores 011 Alameda steeet, the surbur- 
ban residences, the cemetery, round 
the bluff ami up the valley of the Los 
Angeles River,and we were in tin* rural 
districts. Wliut a feeling of relief one 
experiences in being free from the tur­ 
moil of a busy city, even for a short 
hour! First we see on the left a c t- 
tage, with surrounding buildings, nes­ 
tled in at the foot of the mountain; 
then a long succession of fertile val­ 
leys, capable of producing the richest 
crops, but now given over to the an­ 
nual yield of grass and wild flowers. 
A few flocks of sheep we pass, herded 
by some lonesome individuals, and 
these alone constitute the chief utili­ 
zation of the broad, fertile acres of the 
valley. All along the scene is that of 
a constantly changing kalaidescope, 
with 110 two pictures alike. Now there 
is a broad stretch of light blue, colored 
by an innumerable family of wild 
flowers of that hue; then follows the 
bright yellow, the purple and the 
white, and still others where all com­ 
mingle. Further on, the scenes us- 
suine a wilder aspect, showing only 
tlie sandy plains covered with sage­ 
brush, cacti and gnarled plants of a 
kindred nature. Here ami there the 
tree-like growth of the “ quioti,” 
a species of cactus, peers up 
above the surrounding herbage with 
its beautiful blossoms of a yellowish 
white in pleasing contrast. Thus we 
pass up the Valley of Sail Fernando 
between the mountain ranges 011 
either side, and not an attractive or 
romantic feature is wanting to add zest 
to the enjoyment of the occasion. 
After the sandy, desert-like stretch, we 
again reach the fertile plain, and here 
is San Fernando. The trip of twenty- 
one miles lias boon made in an hour, 
although it hardly seems a lapse of 
ten minutes. Considering the fact 
that the town is not yet 11 month old, 
San Fernando presents an uncom­ 
monly lively appearance. A commo­ 
dious depot bus been built, and this is 
already well filled; a portion being 
used * for offices 
and passenger 
rooms, and 
the warehouse well 
filled with goods for transit. There is 
also a hoarding house and bar, well 
atronized, of course—especially the 
utter (as yet they have 110 water to 
speak of in San Fernando); and several 
1 other buildings are rapidly assuming 
shape. 
The Telegraph Stage Line now 
makes its headquarters here, and is 
building stables and corral. Mr. \V. 
P. Reynolds, with bis surveying party, 
has bis te"it pitched 011 the bank of the 
creek south of the town site. The 
boys who make up the party, Ruxton, 
Aik in and Lawrence, have only been 
at the work about a week, but the liot 
sun is beginning to make its impres­ 
sion, and they are coloring beautifully 
—like so many meerschaum pipes. 
Mr. Reynolds will survey the whole 
tract, 56,001) acres, purchased by Sen­ 
ator Macluy. dividing the greater por­ 
tion into small tracts, and that around 
the depot into city lots. 
He will also bring a supply of water 
through a ditcli about four miles in 
length, taking the supply from springs 
111 the cañón to the east of the place. 
When completed, the arrangement 
will secure a two-thousaiul-ineh How 
of water with four-inch pressure. 
“ What will you use the water for, 
Mr. Reynolds?” innocently nskeu 
one of our party. “ Oh,” said the I 
bronzed surveyor, “ as to that, it will j 
be handy for irrigating and watering | 
stock, and such purposes.” “ Good to 
drink?” pursued the innocent man. 
“ No, sir; no, sir; n o s i r ! what do 
you take me for 7” 
* We saw Mr. Johnson, the Senator’s 
right bower, with a plot of the new 
town before him, and assigning new 
lots to eager purchuseis in true land- 
office style. Since the commence­ 
ment of the sale, hardly over a week 
ago, lie lias disposed ot over six thou­ 
sand lots, and still they go. We are 
indebted to Mr. Johnson for our semi- 
occasional letters from San Fernando, 
keeping our readers posted on the 
course of events in that live place. He 
Senator Maclay’s jolly countenance, 
round aud smiling as the orb of day, 
was also visible without an eclipse. 
The Senator welcomes his guests with 
a whole-souled cordiality, well fitting 
the happy father of such a promising 
infant us Sun Fernando. 
At half-past 2 we were all aboard for 
a return home. (Kip numbers were 
tills time augmented by a lot of pie- 
niGers; among the rest, Sefiors De 
Celis and brothers, Teodoli, Varela, 
Sanguineti, and others of our Spanish 
friends who liad spent a part of Satur­ 
day and Sunday in festivities at the 
new town and the not fai- listant Mis­ 
sion. They had enjoyed a dinner at 
Kittredge’», with 
speeches from 
Maclay, Mr. De'Vlis and others, and 
had spent the whole time most agree­ 
ably. 
At half-past 2 in the afternoon we 
were again in Los Angeles, feeling in 
every way, morally, religiously, and 
physically beliefitted by the trip, and 
we advise our friends to go and do 
likewise.

Tlie Committee on Ways and Means 
have submitted tlie report in the San­ 
born contract case. They release 
Boutwell and Richardson from all re- 
sponsib.l ty, and recommend the repeal 
of the contract law of 1872. 
Luttn il introduced a bill to appro­ 
priate ten thousand dollars for the re­ 
lief of tlie widow of Peace Commis­ 
sioner Thomas, killed by the Modocs. 
The bill reported by Senator Kelly 
to-day provides that tho Government 
shall guarantee to pay five per cent 
interest on the bonds of tho Oregon 
Company, to the extent of $8,000 per 
mile for ten years, for a distance 
not exceeding three hundred miles, 
in return for which the company 
are to transport the United States 
mails, Army and Indian supplies, etc., 
forever free! Tlie Committee’s writ­ 
ten report, accompanying the bill, 
shows that the Mail and Army ser­ 
vice, which this road would directly 
supersede, costs tlie Government 
8311,714 per annum, and the bonds 
would amount to $280,000 per year 
for ten years, and that Government 
would 111 twenty years thus save by 
the construction of this road some four 
million dollars. The report therefore 
argues that from the vast benefits of a 
general nature totheeountry at large, 
the passage of this bill would result in 
a direct pecuniary advantage to the 
Federal Government.

Newspaper Responsibility. 


A Precedent that May be Useful. 


Guard Against Fire. 


A few weeks since the H e r a l d 
gave a detailed account of the Babcock 
Fire Extinguisher, 
together 
with 
a description of its operations, and we 
do not now propose to repeat the in­ 
formation. 
We shall, however, urge 
the importance of having one of these 
machines in this city. We have now 
a good steam fire engine, but it is not 
ubiquitous, and cannot be in two 
places at the same time. Los Angeles 
is becoming quite a large place, and if 
we continue to build from twenty to 
forty houses per week, as we are doing 
now, she will be a city in dimensions 
almost before we know it. Fires are 
liable to occur in different parts of the 
city at the same moment. 
Should 
this happen, destruction of property 
must result. A Babcock Extinguisher 
may be had for $2,700, and we under­ 
stand the underwriters of San Fran­ 
cisco will pay $000 of the amount; 
surely our business men and rich 
property-holders will subscribe the re­ 
mainder. 
The extinguishers have 
proved very successful against fire 
wherever they have been tried, and 
they are in use in almost all the East­ 
ern cities. W ater thrown on a fire 
where kerosene, benzine or naptha is 
burning, only tends to spread the 
llames, while the material used by the 
Babcoek extinguishes the burning 
fluid at onee. This class of lire» are 
common and very destructive, and 
the fact that the extinguisher masters 
such conflagrations gives them addi­ 
tional value in a city like Los Angeles. 


T h e “ intelligent compositor” made 
the H e r a l d say yesterday that the 
Governor would remove the wreck of 
the Patrician from the mouth of the 
San Francisco liatbor. The Governor 
will probably leave th) work on the 
hands of tho Government. 


W AN TS L O S T - F O U N D . 


In the recent libel suit against tho 
Chronicle, Judge S i i a r p s t e i n very 
clearly and fearlessly lays down the 
law as to the rights, duties and privi­ 
leges of newspapers. 
An opinion 
seems to have grown up among scrib­ 
blers for public journals that the press 
has rights superior to the rights of pri­ 
vate individuals; that an individual 
in an editorial capacity has a right to 
destroy another person’s character, but 
as a private citizen he can not. The 
worst and most corrupt monopoly in 
the Uuited States to-day is the monop­ 
oly of the press. 
The fact is painfully notorious that 
the great majority of the newspapers 
are open to bribes, and for money are 
ready to espouse any or either side of 
a cause, or to advocate any measure 
for the swindling of the people. In 
politics the class of papers referred to 
will support whatever candidates pay 
the most money. W hat man is there 
who has run for ofiice that has not had 
to pay in his “assessment” to “buy 
that paper aud the other.” “ The 
money must be raised to-day, or the 
editor says he will accept the offer of 
the other party.” If there is a mining 
scheme on foot, give the papers a share 
of the stock to help it along. Do you 
want to lay oft’ a city, a perfect fraud, 
aud by selling lots swindle thousands 
of people out of their hard earned 
money? Be liberal with your corner 
lots to the newspaper fraternity. Do 
you want to run for office? Just hire 
some paper to ruin your opponent’s 
character; and when the responsible 
parties are brought into courts of jus­ 
tice, throw sand in the eyes of the 
court and jury by arguing on the ne­ 
cessity of sustaining the “ liberty and 
independence of the press.” 
The following is part of the instruc­ 
tions referred to. It rests on the great 
corner stone of our Declaration of In­ 
dependence and the Constitution of 
the United States, that all men are 
created equal, and have equal lights 
and privileges—none more, none less: 
A great (leal has been said, gentlem en, In 
regard to the press—and I do not take any ex­ 
ception to w hat tias been said concerning it— 
but you m ust not be led to suppose th at the 
ures-has any other rights, or nua any pecu­ 
liar rights, any rights m at do not pertuin and 
belong to every individual in the com m unity. 
The press has no more right to encroach upon 
the rights of a private citizen than a private 
citizen has to encroach upon the rights of ttie 
press. Of course, we all tavor freeuoin of the 
press; we all consider it an agent and neces­ 
sity of civilization, and no one favors h am ­ 
pering it with unreasonable conditions or vex­ 
ations. But in tills country there is no right 
more sacred than that of the private citizen. 
There is nothing above it. There is no power 
except that of the Government, that of the 
sovereign power —and that in exceptional 
c tses—that can with im punity trench upon 
the rights of the private citizen. The pres-, i . 
th at respect enjoys the sam e rights and im ­ 
m unities as au individual, and no more, it 
is said, and very truly said, that the conduct 
of a leading newspaper involves great care, 
aud, i m ight add, great hazards; for ttie inore 
any one knows about the ins tie workings of a 
newspaper, tlie more they will be im pressed 
wiiu ilie im m ense responsibility which per­ 
sons a sam e who undertake to conduct a pub­ 
lic newspaper. But in this country, gentie- 
m en, nooody can be compelled to embaí a in 
that business unless lie chooses to. And if a 
in,in does not understand the husine.-s well 
enough to understand the hazards of it, and 
understand the responsibility lie is assum ing, 
it is far better thaj he should keep out of it. if 
lie do s not understand the hazard aud re­ 
sponsibility which lie is assum ing, then a fair 
inference is th at he m akes up his m ind to 
take that hazard, to accept the responsibility; 
and when he does so, there is a stipulation, 
im plied at least, between him and the m em ­ 
bers of the cum m uiilty that lie will so conduct 
it us to injure no citizen. And if lie fails in 
that part of the stipulation on his part, he 
m ust expect (o respond in damages. * * * 
But w ithout m alice there can be no libel. 
W hen the libel is proved, the m alice is pre­ 
sumed. Even if the evidence failed to prove 
that tue parties ever inet each other or ever 
heard of each oilier before, it would m ake no 
difference. 


The roailer of Congressional proceed­ 
ings will see th at Congress is mani­ 
festing a strong inclination to extend 
Government aid to a railroad enter­ 
prise in Oregon, on condition that tho 
corporation binds itself to perform 
certain Government service forever, 
free of all charge. This service con­ 
sists in carrying the mails and trans­ 
porting Government troops and In­ 
dian supplies. The report of the Com­ 
mittee favoring the subsidy shows 
that it now costs the Government as 
much 
per annum for the service 
named as the interest on the bonds 
which will be issued to the company. 
This is the most sensible plan of as­ 
sisting railroads the Government bus 
yet thought of adopting, and if so ar­ 
ranged that the corporation managers 
cannot avoid their responsibilities, 
will not meet that opposition from the 
people which has opposed and de­ 
feated every subsidy proposition lately 
brought up tor consideration. It is 
true that all railroad corporations ask­ 
ing and receiving Government aid 
heretofore have made extensive prom­ 
ises of return service, but the contract 
lias been so closely drawn and such 
bad faith manifested, that the jeople 
have received nothing in return for 
their money. This defect should he 
remedied, not only in the contract 
about to bo entered into, but in all 
others that are made hereafter. Some 
days ago the H e r a l d alluded'to the 
fact that the Government had already 
expended in feeding, clothing and civ­ 
ilizing the Indians of Arizona money 
enough to have built a railroad from 
one side to the other of the dangerous 
Indian Territory. It is probable that 
the waste may continue for years to 
come, and still Indian depredations 
bo of almost daily occurrence in Ari­ 
zona. Suppose the Government should 
now change this feature ofc its red 
man policy, and assist with its bonds 
the Texas Pacific, the Southern Pacific, 
and all other projected roads in the 
same ratio and for the same consider­ 
ation that it now proposes to aid the 
Oregon road? The result is so obvi 
ous that recapitulation is almost un­ 
necessary. For the same money the 
people now pay for Indian supply 
transportation, 
Indian 
suppression 
aud mail carrying, the work would be 
done, most effectually done, by rail­ 
roads. The country would be opened 
up, new mining and agricultural dis­ 
tricts found, where now only bodies of 
well-armed men are safe, and the In ­ 
dians will “go west,” or to the happy 
hunting grounds of their fathers. 


The wholesale liquor dealers of San 
Francisco are raising a fund te use in 
testing the constitutionality of the 
Local Option law. They had better 
leave the m atter to the judgm ent of 
the people. 


Miss SUSAN H o d g d e n is nomiuated 
for the office of School Superintend­ 
ent of Stockton. 
W e happen to have 
the honor of S u s a n ’s acquaintance. 
She is a lady of certain uncertain age, 
au experienced teacher, with a head, 
and a good one, of her own, and she 
will make a first-class Superintendent. 
Seven-eighths of 
the 
teachers in 
Stockton are females—another reason 
why Miss H o d g d e n or some other 
lady sh*ould be elected Superintendent 
of schools. 


M r . W i l l i a m O D o n o g h u k of St. 
Joseph, Missouri, has a faint idea of 
visiting California, or at least 'the 
Pacific Coast, som etim e withiu the 
next seventeen hundred years, and that 
lie may see his way clear, he writes to 
the Postmaster of this city, accident­ 
ally om itting to enclose stamps, that 
he wiil he ever so much obliged for a 
copy of each of the newspapers pub­ 
lished in Los Angeles. The O ’D o n - 


o g h u e is modest, extremely modest, 
hut devilish sly, besides being some­ 
what brassy about the cheek.
